Sofia, Oct. 25.—Kirk-Kilesseta was 
captured by the Bulgarians, the result 
of a three days’ battle. 
The Turks 
retreated, fighting a rear guard action 
M d losing heavily. 
Details of the fall of the Turkish 
ttroeghold etui are meager.

official estim ate puts tho Bulgarian 
toe*** et 3,000. 
The fighting has been continuous 
•lace Tuesday. 
The Bulgarians made 
a steady advance throughout the op­ 
erations. hut at a great sacrifice ot 
life. 
On Tneeday the first army, under 
S evera l fvanefT, attacked the outer 
work* 
of Adrianeple 
in two 
large 
bodies 
The 
northern 
detachment 
marched along both sides of the river 
Toed)*, the right wing to tho west of 
Tavares, the center to the east of 
T aadja and the left wing advancing 
from the northeast along the road 
frcna Klrh-Kllisseh to Adrianople. 
In the n est another division simul­ 
taneously attacked the Turkish lines 
on the h e i s t s of Chattilja, four miles 
went of the city. 
Another strong Bul­ 
garia* column attacked the Turkish 
positions in the vilayet of the Arda 
river and then rolled the whole Turk­ 
ish position up. 
The Bulgarians 
crossed the sand 
banka of Arda, fifteen miles southwest 
of 
Adrianople, 
and 
advancing 
sur­ 
prised the Turks, who retreated to 
that city, leaving IOO dead and IOO 
prisoners. 


Turks Make Counter Attack. 


Fighting was resumed all along the 
line at dawn 
on 
Wednesday. 
The 
northern columns captured several ad­ 
vanced Turkish posts at tho point of 
tho bayonet and pressed on towards 
Adrianople. 
The Turks delivered a 
counter attack towards the northeast 
in the direction of Arnautkeui. 
Al­ 
though well 
supported 
by artillery 
they were repulsed and in the retreat 
•wept away the men from other ad­ 
vanced posts. 
In the face of a heavy fire from the 
Turkish batteries the Bulgarians fol­ 
lowed the retiring Turks, w hose losses 
were enormous, owing to the well 
placed Bulgarian quick firers. 
General Dimitrieff then ordered an 
advance 
The eastern army was then 
massed to the east and west of the 
road from Tirnovo to 
Kirk-Kilisseh 
and the battle opened on this side. I 
The Bulgarians opened with artillery 
fire by night, having carefully placed 
their guns in position beforehand and. 
covered by a heavy cannonade, the 
infantry pushed the attack from the i 
two sides. 
They found the Turks in 
a state of panic, owing to the night 
shelling and carried the forts at the ! 
point of the bayonet. 
An attack then commenced all along 
the Turkish northern front, resulting 
in the capture of the fortress. 
If, as is generally assumed. Abdul­ 
lah Pasha is still engaged in bringing 
up his main army to Adrianople the 
position of that town is critical.
